»'ep the great bell overhend spoke with
heavy resonance, whila the membefs of
the government of the clly, many men
of note In the alty's affalrs and thou-
sands of undistingwished, though no less
mournful, men gaged in allence, their
heads uncoversd, and the nolss of
traffic all mbout the City Hall ceased to
nothing. ”

On a test
vote brought mboul through an appeal
from th:.daclul.un of the President pro
tem. that the prohibition amendment to
the pending food production stimulation
bill was out of order the clalr was over-
ruled by a vote of 36 to 33,

The triumph surprised no ones maore
than thes proponents of thes prohibition
measure. Up to the moment of the vote
it had been 'expected that Senator Sauls-
bury's rullng trat the prohibition nmend-
mant had no rightful place In a general
appropriation measure would be wmus-
tained by a comfortable margin,

Throughout the debate, which avolded
the merits of the question of prohibition
and dwelt upon the rules of the Benate
and the interpretation of them, it became
more and more ovident that the decision
of the Senate would come only after an
exceedingly close vote.

Text of Amendment,

The amendment to the food production
Etimulation bill which the Benate voted
fo retain in the bill follows:

“That after Decemnber 31, 1815, until
i the conclunlon of the present war for the
purpose of conserving the man power of
the natlon and to Increase eMclency In
the production of arme, war munitions,
ships, food and clothing for the army
and navy it shall be unlawful to sell for
beverage purposes any Adistilled apirits,
and during sald time no distilled spirits
held In bond shall be removed therefrom
for beveruge purposes excoept for export.

“"After November 1, 1918, untll the con-
clunion of the present war no grain,
chreal, frult or other food product shall
ba used in the manufacture or produc-
tion of bheer, wine or other intuxleating
malt or vinous lguor for beverage pur-
poser.  After December 31, 1018, untl!
the conclusion of the present war no
beer, wine or other intoxicating malt or
vinous liquor ahall be sold for beverage
purposes except for expor!

“The Commisnloner of Internal Reve-
nue !s hereby authorized and directed to
|preuribc rules and regulations subject
to the approval of the Secretary of the
Treasury In regard to the removal of
distilled spirits held In bond after Lie-
cember 31, 1918, for other than beverage
purpnu‘ru. also in regard to the sale and
distribution of wine for sacramental,
medicinal or other non-bevernge unes
| After the approval of this act no dis-
Leilted malt, vinous or other Intoxlcating
Hauors shall be imported Into the United
States™

BERAT NEARLY REACHED

Austrians Pursued Into the
Tormorica Valley—Piave
Line Still on Defensive.

Paria, July 10—The Italian forces,
alded by the French and British, are
making rapld strides in the new offen-
sive launched against the Austrians in
Abania on a front of sixty miles
The Italinns, according to the state-
ment of the Rome War OfMlce to-day,
have reached the west bank of the
lowar and the middls Semmen! River,
which represents an advance of approxi-
mately Aftean milen in three days. sinoe
the offennive was opensd |last Sunday.
Tha Itallan farces are now advancing
nlong both sldes of the Osum River.

The Semeni River flows Into the Adri-
atlc mbout twelva miles north of the
mouth of the Vojutza, the original ltal-
lan line. The course of the Semenl ia in
n general southwesterly direction, while
that of the Vojutmu Is northwesleriy.
The greatest Ttallan advance betwesn
these two streams evidently is at a point
where they are about Afteen miles apart,

Germans Refuse Tranafer.

On Niallan soll the operiations have
Leen minor, but the news comas from
Rome, where It ia pririted In the Epoen,
that Germany has refured to tranafer
twelva German divisions (144,000 men)
to the Austrian front because the Aus-
sriana refused to aceept Gen, Otto von
Pelow as commander In chlef of the
Tautonic forces in the liallan opera-
tionm.

The news reached Rome through Swiss
sources, nnd It ls added that Austria,
withou! halp from Germany, has dec!ded
not to punish Italy. In the eperations
ainee the Ttallans opened thelr offensive
on home soll the Austrians have besn
unable to withstand the Italian sdvance
and repeatedly have retired. The Vienna
War Office has admitted these retreats,
always asseriing that they were made
to avold the heavy sacrifice of life,

Opinlon here Is that the Austrian
army Is ot its lowest polnt of weakness,
due both to the heavy losses suffered at
the hands of the Italians and the weak-
ening of the morale, due to the problema
at home,

Early this month It was reported from
Zurich that Gen. von Helow would take
active command of the forces of the
Central Emplres In the Tialian ecam-
palgn and that three German divisions
(38,000 men) would be tranaferred to
that front to brace the Aukirians. This
announcement caused o sensation in
